An Extraordinary Propensity to Self 


Destruction. 


Another social phenomenon has been 


laid at the door of the Teutonic raw 
of northern Europe; one which eve 
iBjore than divorce is directly the con 
comitant of modern intellectual an 
economic progress. We refer to su 
cidjt. Morselli devotes a chapter of h 
interesting treatise upon this subjee 
to proving that "the purer the Ge 
man race—that is to say, the stronge 
the Germanism (e. g., Teutoni&m) of 
country—the more it reveals in it 
psychical character an extraordinary 
propensity to self-destruction." On the 
other hand, the Slavic peoples seem to 
him to be relatively immune. These 
conclusions he draws from detailed 
comparison of the distribution of sui- 
cide in the various countries of western 
Europe, and it must be confessed that 
he has collected data for a very plausi- 
ble case. There can be no doubt that 
in Germany tie phenomenon 
culmi- 


nates in frequency (or all Europe, and 
that it tends to disappear in almost di- 
rect proportion to the attenuation of 
the Teutonic racial characteristics else- 
where.—William Z. Kipley, in Apple- 
tons' Popular Science Monthly.

Marie von Hohenzollern-Sigmaringen, 
who was born in 1845, being the young- 
est sistes.' of Prince Leopold of Hohen- 
tollern. Besides Prince Albert, who 
tvas born on April 8, 1875, she has had 
three children—Prince Baldwin, Prin- 
cess Henrietta, born in 1870, and Prin- 
cess Josephine, born in 1872. 


It was reported some time ago that 


Prince A'bcrt was engaged to Princess 
ClemenWnc, the third daughter of King 
Leopold. 
She was born on July 30, 


1S72, 
and has Iwo elder sisters, one of 


whom is married to Prince Philip of 
Baxe-Coburg, while the other, who is 
r-ight years older than Princess Clemen- 
tine, is the widowed Crown Princess 
Stephanie of Austria. 


Princess Clementine is an accom- 


plished musician, and she also draws 
and paints with unusual skill. 
She 


spesks German, Italian and English 
and is indeed very well educated. She 
was formerly engaged to Prince Bald- 
n'*\\ of Flanders, and only the prince's 
untimely death prevented the official 
betrothal from taking place. 


Half a dozen other ladies have been 


mentioned as likely consorts for Prince 
Albert, among them being Princess 
Isabel, third sister of Due d'Orleans, 
but the general belief is that the prince 
has not yet pledged his lieart and hanc 
(o anyone Those who know him saj 
that he will not marry until he has 
seen more of life, and the fact that he i 
is now about to start on a tour around 
the world seems an indication that for 
same time, at least, he will not trouble 
his head about matrimony. He wants 
to see the world, including the United 
States, before he settles down. How 
long he will remain in this country Is 
uncertain, but there is little doubt that 
he will manage to see most of the sights 
that are worth seeing. 


Prince Albert's life and health are a 


matter of exceptional importance not 
only to the Belgian people, whose fu- 
ture happiness and independence are at 
stake, but also to all Europe, since in 
case of his untimely death it might be 
Involved in a terrible war on account of 
the Belgian succession.

Will suppose we have a plain, white o 


ilk and some black velvet ribbon, li 
the skirt i« badly worn at the bottom, 
an inch or more may easily be cut off 
and still ieave length enough for re- 
vamping. The seams should be taken 
n about a quarter of on inch all around, 
as they are likely to be somewhat worn 
n places, and will look fresher for the 
change in any case. When this is done, 
and the skirt rebound, it should be cut 
n the form of a French flounce like that 
n the picture, and sewed to the upper 
skirt, which has been made from the 
;wo yards of new silk. The junction 
s covered with an inch-wide band of 
velvet, and above that two graduated 
bandp of narrower velvet ribbon are 
sewed on the upper skirt. Graduated 
Kinds of velvet are also sewed on the 
bottom of the flounce, and if the skirt 
is too short the lower band may be al- 
lowed to hang below the edge. At the 
back the flounce may either reach to 
the top or come a few inches below it. 
Both styles are correct, but in general, 
for a skirt that is much worn, it is bet- 
ter to let the flounce fall below the 
waistband, substituting new silk In its 
place, in order to admit of as much 
priming of ravelings as possible. If 
the skirt In not worn oft in the back, 
It might serve very well simply to put 
in new fronts and side gores, but that 
is a matter of individual judgment.
